Labor Day celebration—picnic, games, politicos 


Alameda County labor’s an- 
nual old-fashioned celebration of 
Labor Day — with game booths 
and kids’ contests, beer and hot 
dogs, Dixieland jazz and ama- 
teur talent — will also be the 
first chance most of the holiday 
picnickers will have to see lead- 
ing Democratic candidates in 
action since Richard M. Nixon 
resigned as President. 

Among the speakers on Sep- 
tember 2 will be a leading 
Democratic contender for the 
presidency in 1976, Sen. Walter 
Mondale of Minnesota. If the 
changeover in the White House 
makes a difference in how the 
national policital game is played, 
Sen. Mondale is the man who

knows about it. 

The Democratic candidate for 
Governor of California, Edmund 
G. Brown, Jr. will also speak 
and mingle with the crowd, at 
the Fairgrounds in Pleasanton, 
as will his running-mate, Sen. 
Mervyn Dymally, candidate for 
Lt.-Governor. Brown has been 
endorsed, since the Primary, by 
the State Building and Construc- 
tion Trades Council of California 
and is almost certain to be 
endorsed by the state COrE 
convention next week. Dymally 
was endorsed in the Primary. 

The annual picnic is a fund- 
raiser for Alameda County 
COPE. Donations for tickets, 
now $2 each, are COPE’s chief 
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source of money for its legisla- 
tive and election activities. They 
can be bought at the gate and 
are available through most local 
unions, some of which have 
purchased blocks for free distri- 
bution. 

Crowds, which have some- 
times neared 5,000, scatter for 
the varied activities starting 
about 10 a.m., gathering in 
knots at the dunk tank, where 
union officials take their turns 
with others in getting drenched, 
or at the cake sale booth (all 
home-made), or the children’s 
sack race, or the open air 
theatre where talented singers 
and dancers and musicians per- 
form. Many just enjoy the 


shaded lawn where Mike Tilles’ 
Band plays Dixieland all day, 
and candidates and public of- 
ficials wander about, shaking 
hands. 

Putting it all together this 
year is a committee of 145 
volunteers, coordinated by Ed 
Collins, assistant secretary of 
the Central Labor Council. They 
will be running the games, 
dishing out the free ice cream 
and soft drinks for children, 
directing parking, selling tickets 
and hot dogs and beer, and all 
the rest.

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State Fed convention Monday; 
CLC urges child care, boycott action 


The Alameda County Central 
Labor Council is submitting two 
resolutions to the 10th Conven- 
tion of the California. Labor 
Federation opening August 19 
at the Convention and Perform- 
ing Arts Center in San Diego. 
One would call for expansion of 
state child care facilities, and 
the other for a boycott of 
iceberg lettuce and table grapes 
produced under conditions de- 
clared unfair by the United 
Farm Workers. 

Scores of resolutions aimed at 
helping California workers cope 
with the deepening crisis of 
rising unemployment, soaring 
inflation, adequately enforced 
safety laws and other issues will 
be considered by hundreds of 
delegates. These and other poli- 
cy statements will shape the 
Federation's legislative program 
during the next two years. 

Delegates will also integrate 
the California Labor Council of 
Political Education (COPE) 
within the Federation's struc- 
ture. 4 

COPE’s pre-general election 
convention will be held concur- 
rently, starting at 7:30 p.m. 


Phone workers voting on national pact; 
AC Transit strikers await district move 


Whether the first nationwide 
agreement between Communica- 
tion Workers of America and 
the Bell telephone system will 
stick is a matter to be decided 
by a mail referendum vote just 
getting underway. Ballots are to 
be counted by September 1. 

Ratification is not something 
that can be taken for granted, 
with inflationary pressures in- 


creasing the rate of rejections 
by workers — as AC Transit 
District has learned. Members 
of Amalgamated Transit Local 
192 rejected their tentative set- 
tlement by a vote of 793 to 727, 
in balloting August 5 and 6 at 
the union office. An earlier vote 
at a meeting was more lopsided 
and, charging undue pressure on 
members, the international 


union called for a second try. (In- 
sufficiently cautious at press 
time, the East Bay Labor Jour- 
nal mistakenly announced a 
settlement.) 

Bus drivers and other AC 
Transit employees are finding 
part time and temporary jobs to 
see them through a strike which 
is in its seventh week. Ed

fornia Labor Federation, AFL- 
CIO, commit itself to sponsoring 
and supporting legislation to 
increase state and federal fund- 
ing of California childcare cent- 
ers, and to increase the number 
of such centers throughout the 
state of California without re- 
gard to welfare recipient status, 
income, one or two parent 
households, and other prohibi- 
tive guidelines which will sev- 
erely and adversely affect the 
growth, development, and edu- 
cation of all children in the state 
and nation.” 


FARM WORKERS 
The second resolution, like 
the first, was introduced in the 
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Central Labor Council by Bay 
Area Typographical Union Local 
21. It declares: 

“WHEREAS, The History of 
the United Farm Workers Un- 
ion, AFL-CIO, indicates that 
Union is the best hope for the 
farm workers, and... 

“The advances of the United 
Farm Workers Union had 
brought to farm workers fami- 
lies not only higher wages but 
some control over conditions of 
their work, including a union- 
operated hiring hall and free- 
dom from exploitation by labor 
contractors; health care through 
their own medical clinics and 
contract protection against poi- 
sonous pesticides; now there- 
fore be it... 
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Service” 
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“RESOLVED: That this 
Tenth Convention of the Cali- 
fornia Labor Federation, AFL- 
CIO, reinterate its traditional 
support of the United Farm 
Workers, under the leadership 
of Cesar Chavez, in their strug- 
gle to bring dignity and security 
to the farm workers; and be it 
further 

“RESOLVED: That all mem- 
bers be urged to participate 
in and help the boycott of 
lettuce and grapes declared un- 
fair by the United Farm Work- 
ers; and be it finally 

“RESOLVED: That local 
unions be encouraged to lend 
moral, financial and other assis- 
tance to the United Farm Work- 
ers in their hour of crisis.”

Two new board members 
were declared elected on Aug- 
ust 5 when a third nominee was 
ruled out because he was not 
present to accept. Filling the 
vacancies are: Ken Croswell of 
Communication Workers Local 
9412 and Kenneth Reeves of 
Paintmakers Local 1975. 

The board approved Burley’s 
appointment to her new job and 
also to a seat on the New 
Oakland Committee. 

It also approved the appoint- 
ment of Dave Creque, a CLC 
board member from the Federa- 
tion of Teachers, to the Civil 
Service Commission of Alameda 
County. 

At the request of Bay Area 
Congressmen, the board recom- 
mended Steve Martin, Ed Col- 
lins, Judy Goff and Bruce 
Groulx to participate in a De- 
cember 5 convention in Kansas 
City which will set up rules for 
the Democratic Party’s presi- 
dential convention.

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Rucker strikers out nearly 4 months, 
labor councils urge financial aid 


The plight of striking em- 
ployees of Rucker Electronics, 
Concord, who just finished their 
15th week on the street, has 
won the sympathy of both the 
Central Labor Council and the 
Building and Construction 
Trades Council of Alameda 
County. Both have asked affili- 
ated local unions to contribute 
money, if they can, to help 
sustain the scrappy workers — 
mostly women — who are wag- 
ing a stubborn fight for union 
recognition while Concord police 
make way for scabs at plant 
gates. 

The International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers be- 
gan organizing more than a year 
ago and won an NLRB election. 
The company refused to bar- 
gain, whereupon some 450 em- 
ployees struck on April 29, 1974. 

About 70 per cent of the 
Rucker work force are women 
who are the sole supporters of 
their families. Many had to file 
for welfare assistance even 
while working; Rucker paid 
$1.85 an hour. The minimum 
wage went up to $2 and Rucker 
is now paying scabs $2.05 an 
hour. The company’s net income 
for the six months just ended 
was $5,595,000. 

The company got an injunc- 
tion limiting picketing, but 
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groups of strikers gather each 
day across the street. At one 
point the Chief of Police, James 
Chambers, conceded that he 
had only a skeleton force left to 
cover the rest of Concord while 
his men were assuring access to 
Rucker scabs. 

Meanwhile, the Concord 
Chamber of Commerce is distri- 
buting a brochure which boasts: 
“There is a surplus of unskilled 
and semi-skilled workers, partic- 
ularly women seeking industrial 
jobs...” 

The only money available to 
help the strikers’ families sur- 
vive comes from donations and 
is paid out at the rate of $30 per 
week per striker, when there is 
any in the kitty. A recent 
conference of trade union wom- 
en sponsored by the California 
Labor Federation contributed 
$321. AFL-CIO representative 
Gene DeCristofaro is appearing 
with them before unions to 
make appeals. 

Business managers of all 
IBEW locals in the Bay Area 
pledged at a recent meeting to 
ask their locals to vote a $1 per 
member per month assessment 
to help strikers wait out a 
decision by the national NLRB 
on a company appeal.

Brother Thomas W. and Vic- 
toria Connally are the proud 
parents of newly arrived “Dan- 
ica Mae” who arrived on July 
24, 1974. She weighed in at 6 
Ibs. 5 oz. and was 18 inches long. 

Now that nearly all of the 
various trades contracts have 
been settled, the work picture is 
increasing and the list goes 
down a little each week. 

Housing activity in the San 
Francisco-Oakland area is at its 
lowest level in seven years in 
the first quarter. Down a total 
of. 73 per cent! Higher cost of 
land, materials money and the 
other basics have pushed the 
average price of a new home to 
$35,800. Up 40 per cent since 
1969! Financing up 100%. Land 
up 59%. Closing cost and other 
incidentals up 48%. Materials 
up 22 to 35%. Labor — up 21%. 
And the overall cost of living 
continues to spiral ever upward! 

Certain experts predict lower 
interest rates, down to 81/2 to 
9% before years end which will 
make construction loans more 
attractive and more money 
available. 

Delegates Robert Griebel, 
Wilson Massey, Lester Lane and 
Gunnar Benonys have returned 
from the Carpenters General 


Convention held at Chicago, Illi- 


nois, and will give reports at a 
meeting in the near future. 

The Alameda City Council 
gave it’s final approval to the 
Harbor Bay Isle project at Bay 
Farm Island. Now its a matter 
of getting the building permits 
issued and work will start im- 
mediately. Much of the planned 
five “Villages” are to be built in 
‘lot and block’ traditional sub- 
division manner with single 
family detached homes. Village 
One will have 711 units and 
Village Two approximately 400 
to 500 units. More on this item 
later as plans are announced by 
Doric Development, Inc., and 
Utah International. 


Two other large projects just 
getting started are the Williams 
and Burrows Albany Hill de- 
velopment and the large 
E.B.M.U.D. Sewage plant in 
Oakland.

Carpenters’ convention 
raises per capita 


The 32nd General Convention 
of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of 
America was held at Chicago, 
Illinois, Monday July 29 through 
Friday Aug. 2, 1974. 

A grand total of 2,485 dele- 
gates representing four prov- 
inces, 25 state councils, 104 
District Councils and 1,112 local 
unions in both the United States 
and Canada made up the largest 
Brotherhood of Carpenters Con- 
vention ever held! 

From a modest but deter- 
mined group of 36 delegates 
from 14 Local Unions in 11 cities 
representing a combined mem- 
bership of about 2,000 members, 
the United Brotherhood was 
organized in Chicago, on August 
12, 1881. 

Ninety three years later, the 
Brotherhood is now 849,820 
members strong, and growing 
stronger each day! In seven 
years, the Brotherhood of Car- 
penters will be 100 years old! 
The Convention authorized 
formation of a special committee 
to prepare plans for the occa- 
sion. 

The adoption and implemen- 
tation by the convention of the 
newly developed Co-ordinated 
Housing Organizing Program 
(C.H.O.P.) and the Voluntary 
Organizing Committee Program, 
(V.0.C.) promises tremendous

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growth of membership and 
unionizing of thousands of car- 
penters throughout the two na- 
tions of Canada and the United 
States. 


Non-union construction and 
non-union industrial segments 
as well as maintenance workers 
are the primary targets of 
C.H.O.P. and V.O.C. 


Of primary interest and adop- 
ted by an overwhelming “YES” 
vote was the proposal to in- 
crease per capita tax 60c per 
member per month, effective 
January 1, 1975 and additional 
increases of 20c per member per 
month each January 1, there- 
after to adequately carry on 
activities in support of the local 
unions.

2 — The AFL-CIO does not 
permit any advertising in any of 
its (national) publications. 

3 — The AFL-CIO will not 


UFW‘s bill 
faces new 
hurdles 


Some 600 demonstrators 
chanted “Viva Chavez” and 
cheered when the Assembly 
Labor Relations Committee 
cleared AB 3370, with a 5-3 vote 
— passing it along for further 
consideration by the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee. 
The bill provides for secret 
ballot elections by farm workers 
on which union should represent 
them. 

John F. Henning, executive 
secretary-treasurer of the Cali- 
fornia Labor Relations Federa- 
tion spoke for the bill, which 
faces two more votes in the 
Assembly and three in the 
Senate. With less than a month 
remaining in the session, special 
efforts will have to be made by 
legislators to win final passage. 

A Teamster-sponsored bill 
was rejected by the committee, 
4-3. It would have outlawed 
UFW-style boycotts and let 
Teamster-grower contracts go 
unchallenged.

Corp. Kistler said Vaughn has 
been informed of his misrepre- 
sentation but refuses to desist.

“We do not want the labor 
movement to get a black eye 
because of some profit-hungry, 
get-rich-quick scheme to “bilk 
unwary businesses,” he con- 
cluded.

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A new State policy that will 
let restaurant workers decide 
whether they want to accept 
meals from their employer and 
have the cost deducted from 
their paycheck or receive cash 
instead has been announced by 
the State Division of Industrial 
Welfare. 

The new policy, which could 
significantly increase the cash 
take-home pay of tens of thou- 
sands of the state’s 380,000 
workers in some 25,000 Cali- 
fornia restaurants, was an- 
nounced by BIW Chief Evelyn 
Whitlow Wednesday. 

It sharply alters policy in 
effect since 1968 which has 
allowed employers to deduct the 
cost of up to three meals per 
shift from their employees’ 
wages without any authorization 
by the workers. 

Under IWC regulations, em- 
ployers could deduct up to a 
maximum of 90 cents for break- 
fast, $1.25 for lunch and $1.65 
for dinner or a total of $3.60 per 
shift. 
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Calif. restaurant workers 


For workers earning only $2 
an hour, this meant that the $16 
earned in a single eight-hour 
shift could be reduced to $12.20 
before taxes or other deduc- 
tions. 

Moreover, some workers com- 
plained that the deductions 
were made whether they had 
the meals or not, a situation 
which had the effect of reduc- 
ing the minimum wage from 
$2.00 to $1.52 or less. 

Beginning September 1, if 
minimum wage _ employees 
choose to eat during the shift, 
then they must authorize pay- 
ment from their wages for meals 
eaten. but they don’t have to. 


The common practice requir- 
ing restaurant workers to come 
in early-or to stay late to take 
their meals will also be forbid- 
den, Miss Whitlow said. 


State regulations can apply 
only during a regular worksfhit, 
not before or after, under Sec- 
tion 1182 of the State Labor 
Code, she said.

Best Wishes 
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The Ford in your future 


Top leaders of the AFL-CIO are prepared to give 
President Gerald Ford their support in his attempt to 
restore some dignity and credibility, at least, to the 
presidency. George Meany said so, even before the last 
tape put the last nail in Richard Nixon’s political coffin. 
Calling for Nixon’s resignation, the AFL-CIO president 
said it was essential that the White House be put in 
order so that the nation’s economic problems could be 
tackled. 

President Ford, by all accounts, has been even more 
“conservative” than Nixon. As Congressman, he was one 
of the few to earn an absolute zero rating from the liberal 
Americans for Democratic Action. He opposed aid to 
housing, diverting highway trust funds to mass transit, 
anti-poverty programs, anti-pollution grants, Medicare, 
aid to education and higher minimum wages. 

He was Nixon’s most loyal supporter in the House 
and largely responsible for the fact that the House 
suStained a series of vetoes in 1973. In 1970 he led the 
losing impeachment crusade against Supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas. 

Commentators agree that his approach to fighting 
inflation will be essentially the same as Nixon’s — 
keeping money tight, with high interest rates, and 
cutting the federal budget. Apparently he believes rather 
simplistically that inflation is caused by too much 
“spending” by the government — but that doesn’t 
include military spending. He voted for nearly all 
defense budget bills, and helped lead fights in 1969 and 
1970 against moves to cut them. The “optional luxuries” 
he wants to eliminate are expected to be social 
programs. And nothing about this approach addresses 
itself to the fact that the economy is NOT heated up but 
is slowing down at an alarming rate at the same time 
that prices continue to rise. 

Still, President Ford has always been a practicing 
politician, the chroniclers say, willing to give a little 
when he had to. And being President is a lot different 
from being a congressman. There is no real preparation 
for it; it is all on-the-job training. Men have turned out 
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to be larger and different than expected in office. So our 
borrowed drawing is a non-cartoon, deferring judgment 
and abstaining from hope. 

If unemployment goes up to 6% or 7% this year, as 
labor economists predict, and prices continue to be 
manipulated by monopolistic corporations, perhaps Ford 
can be moved to support a public employment program 
and other help for the victims. 


Oh no, not again 


Well, President Ford’s first rabbit out of the hat was 
a dead mouse. 

He proposed revival of the Cost of Living Council, 
he said, with bi-partisan support. Well, let the 
congressmen hold honeymoon hands with him as they 
may, labor knows too well that the only cost that the 
council ever held down was wages. Prices, profits, 
interest soared, and working people were left without 
income to keep up. 

The Alameda County Central Labor Council voted 
Monday to oppose the revival of the Cost of Living 
Council, both in resolution for submission to the State 
AFL-CIO and in letters to congressmen. It’s one thing to 
be polite to the new president and another to bury or 
ignore lessons learned by bitter, bitter experience.

Employers reject painters 
pact; steamfitters settle 


Painters in the East Bay’s 
District Council 16 throught 
they had negotiated a settle- 
ment of their strike when they 
voted to ratify it August 8 — 
but contractors represented by 
the employers association 
turned it down. 

Gene Slater, secretary-treas- 
urer of the District Council, said 
the union, would redraw its 
proposal, according to “some 
directions we have from the 
members,” but it would be in 
line with the interim agreement, 
which more and more employers 
are signing. ‘We're getting 
some big ones,” Slater said. 

The interim pact calls for a 
package of $3.76 in three years, 
with $1.75 in wages and 25 cents 
in fringes during the first year. 

A Drywall agreement was 
ratified by both union and em- 
ployers and is in full force, he 
added. It calls for a $2.15 wage 


and fringe package in the first 
year, raising the total to $10.22 
per hour. An additional $1.76, 
spread over the second and 
third years, would be augment- 
ed by a cost-of-living increase. 


STEAMFITTERS Local 343, 
which was on strike and actively 
picketing job sites for a month, 
ratified its agreement on Aug- 
ust 1. The one-year contract 
provides for a $2.07 package 
increase raising the total hourly 
rate to $14.25, including fringes. 
The raise breaks down to 
$1.68'/2 in wages, 25c per hour 
for pensions, 11c for health and 
welfare, and 21/c for apprentice- 
ship and training. Starting ap- 
prentices were raised from 45% 
of the journeymen’s rate to 
55%. 

Ironworkers settled without a 
strike. (See Ironworkers col- 
umn, page 2.)

Union Label Week calls 
attention to the symbol of that joining together. 
That symbol is the Union Label and the Union 
service card, found on products and in establish- 
ments where the work is done under fair condi- 
tions. The public is encouraged to ask for union 
label goods-and services, to encourage decent 
worker-employer relations and maintain a respect- 
able American standard of living.

Cordeiro, president of Local 192, 
said at press time that it was up 
to the District to make the next 
move. 

THE NATIONAL TELE- 
PHONE negotiations were com- 
pleted just before the strike 
deadline on August 1. The strike 
vote moved management to ac- 
cept a full agency stop starting 
in 1976 — a union security 
clause that would require all 
eligible employees to pay either 
dues or a service fee to the 
union — and to sweeten the 
wage increase by a fraction of 
one percent, according to local 
union spokesmen. 

The basic wage increase 
would be 10.7% on all maximum 
rates and 7.1% on starting rates 
this year. On anniversary dates 
in the following two years, 
maximum rates would go up 
another 3.3% and whatever is 
produced by the cost-of-living 
escalator. Those earning less 
than maximum rates would get 
smaller general increases, down 
to zero for starting rates, but 
would get any cost-of-living 
increase. 

Another 3.6% addition to pay- 
roll was allowed for ‘local’ 
negotiations of such items as 
title upgrades and “big city

allowances’. Negotiation be- 
tween Pacific Telephone and 
CWA locals in Northern Cali- 
fornia and Nevada were sched- 
uled to be over by August 11. 


LEADERS OF EIGHT out of 
ten Bay Area CWA locals were 
inclined toward rejection of the 
package when they met last 
weekend, one participant re- 
ported, but executive boards of 
most locals had yet to take 
official positions. International 
representatives were getting 
local union presidents together 
Tuesday, August 13, to go over 
the provisions. 


Meanwhile, 17 locals of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers in 8 states 
rejected the terms of a tentative 
agreement intended to cover the 
electrical manufacturing end of 
the industry. 

Helen Consiglio, president 
and business manager of IBEW 
Local 2342 in Dublin was active- 
ly campaigning last week for 
rejection, although the contract 
there does not run out until 
August 22. “The cost of living 
formula would have us lose by 
comparison with what we had 
before,” she said. Her local 
represents some 500 workers in 
a Western Electric plant.
